AN IRON KING OF TRADE 


: 
RESTRICTIONS. 


Herbert Hoover observes with real concern the 


Iron ring of trade restrictions which is being forged 
.around America by foreig-n nations. Speaking last 
Saturday before a manufacturers' organization, he 
•voiced a bitter protest aga'inst governmental restric- 
tion of production and price-tampering, which has 
been adopted by some nations which possess a vir- 
tual monopoly over raw 
materials 
most urgently 


needed in this country. 


It Is unnecessary to add that Mr. Hoover's words 


will find a most hearty response to this country. He 
delivered what many will term a thoroughly Ameri- 
can talk. 
It echoed our selfish interest 
in every 


phrase and every sentence. It did not deal with such 
an abstract question of patriotism. 
It came closer 


home for it touched the pocketbook of the American 
people. Mr. Hoover finds that the American people 
are paying nearly $300,000,000 over what they should 
be required to pay because of these restrictive mea- 
sures adopted by certain foreign countries. 


The speech does not reflect Mr. Hoover at his 


best, however. 


Either he is an exceedingly naive individual or 


stupidly blind. But he is neither, we know, and 
moreover he is an exceedingly astute politician. Mr. 
Hoover is inaugurating- a work which is likely 
to 


prove seriously embarrassing to the republican party 
before long-. 


So long as America alone practiced the princi- 


ples of the protective tariff, al! was lovely. American 
industries were protected while those in other parts 
of the world found the bars closed to them. Then the ', 
other nations found it was a game which two could i 
play. The restrictive measures of which Mr. Hoover • 
complains are but another adaptation of the prin- • 
ciple of the tariff. Great Britain, until recent years a . 
free-trade nation, and still strongly opposed to the 
tariff, controls the rubber supply. Ninety per cent 
of all of the crude rubber produced in the world 
comes under British domination. America 
is 
the 


greatest importer of crude rubber in the world. So to 
get back at the tariff which closes 
the American 


market to 
British 
manufactured 
goods, 
Great 


Britain places a restrictive provision against 
the 


marketing of crude rubber, limiting the production 
and the exports. 
Crude rubber 
jumped from 17 


cents a pound to over $1 a pound. 


That Is but one example of how foreign nations 


have found It possible to even the score with the 
American tariff. 


Most of the coffee produced in the world comes 


from South America. A restrictive measure similar to 
that in force among the British colonies which pro- 
duce rubber has been adopted by the South American 
countries with reference to coffee. Jt pays an export 
tax, the proceeds of which go to the government. 
Not all of the crop is permitted to go to market 
each year but a certain portion is held back . In the 
last ten years, it has been estimated that the annual 
holdover aggregates more than 2,000,000 bags of cof- 


fee. 
The immediate result is to increase the price. 


Coffee sold for 12 cents a pound in South America. 
As a result of the restrictive policy, the price ad- 
vanced to 32 cents and now is more than 22 cents. 


The same situation prevails as to silks, nitrates, 


iodine and quinine. 


Germany deliberately copied the American policy 


of a protective tariff 
and 
imposed heavy 
duties 


against the importation of goods 
manufactured 
in 


this country. Canada has followed suit in a limited 
way and is talking: of restrictions against the export- 
ation of paper pulp which supplies the A/nerican 
mills. 


Now the rubber manufacturers of America have 


found after experiment that the climatic^ conditions 
of this country are unsuited to production of crude 
rubber. Coffee cannot be grown successfully for thn 
commercial market in America. Efarvey 
Firestone, 


seeking to break the British monopoly in rubber, has 
obtained a concession in Liberia and 
will spend 


$100,000,000 to develop plantations which can take 
care of the American needs. 
That is the sane and 


sensible thing to do. Something of the same sort will 
have to be done if America is to circumvent the ev- 
er increasing pressure of trade restrictions in other 
lines where virtual monopolies exist. 


The essential thing to 
remember is that we 


taught them the trick. As a matter of good sports- 
manship we should not whimper and growl when 
the game is turned against us. Where we make oth- 
er nations pay if they would compete with American 
manufactures, they are making us tip the fiddler for 
the raw products. 


trict court of Douglas county had its attention called 
to this development, it directed the sheriff to have 
the offending construction razed.

The other citizens who had 
bought lots and built homes in the same locality were 
entitled to protection as against one individual who 
had no regard for the rights or wishes of anybody ex- 
cept himself. Society is organized and governments 
are maintained for just this purpose—to see that no- 
body transgresses the equitable rights of his fellows. 


If a neighbor's dog howls at night and keeps oth- 


er people awake, or If his chickens run loose and 
scratch up gardens, those aggrieved may complain to 
the city authorities and have the" nuisance stopped. 
Pigpens have been generally banished from resi- 
dence districts in the city because of their offensive 
odors and the menace to public health which they 
constitute. In a good many other ways governmental 
power is exercised to prevent one inconsiderate per- 
son making- it unpleasant for those who live near him. 


Neighbors have right which all of us mujt learn 


to respect. 
The Omaha case Illustrates 
the ad- 


vantages that zoning would bring to home owners 
in general, 
Lincoln needs something of the same 


kind. 


NEIGHBORS HAVE SOME RIGHTS. 


An Omaha man purchased a residence in one of 


the newly developed home districts of that city and 
proceeded to remodel it according to his ideas. One 
of the ideas was to add a section on in front making 
the house stick out beyond the line on which all th'c 
dwelling: edifices thereabout had been built. 


It happened that when the lots were orisinally 


sold a provision had been incorporated in the deeds 
that no building should project forward from that 
particular line. Open porches were permitted 
to 


overlap it, but the enclosed portion of each house 
could not encroach beyond the limit thus fixed. 


The new owner proposed to disregard the restric- 


tion on the ground that^he had not agreed to any 
such rule and that it interfered with his constitutional 
right to build on his own property as he saw fit. 
Thereupon, the real estate company that laid out the 
subdivision brought suit to prevent his doing so, in 
order to preserve the general sightliness of the dis- 
trict and protect the other home owners from hav- 
ing their view cut off b^ the protruding wing. 


After a bitter legal fight, the court of Nebraska 


held that the restriction contained in the original con- 
veyance was valid and binding of all subsequent 
pur- 


chasers. In the meantime, the stubborn citizen had 
gone ahead and built his addition several feet over 
the line. He was ordered to remove this portion. 


Instead of complying outright, he set the wall 


back upon the proper line, but built a large extension 
out from it in the guise of a "porch." This was not 
"enclosed" In the usual way, but was to be equipped 
with curtains and windows and other movable 
fix- 


tures which could be put up or down. maUnir it as 
anus as a bug in a rujc for all kinds of weather. Rv- 
l^ently the owner hoped to get around the judicial 
dccrc* indirectly by this means.

MISSOURI'S MULE COMES TO LIFE AGAIN. 
Years ago when that peculiar species of the 


genus homo known as the cartoonist desired to char- 
acterize Missouri politics he drew a mule. She was a 
most unprepossessing critter. "With her ears rolled 
back, she had a habit of launching out with both 
feet to deliver a most fearful wallop. It would seem 
that Missouri's mule has come to life again in the 
Mizzo football team which has cleaned up on all 
opponents to date. 


Either the Tigers possess a fearful punch when 


the pinch comes or they are the g-ol-darndest lucky 
bunch of gridiron warriors that ever stalked over 
the turf. 


Missouri holds undisputed sway over the Mis- 


souri Valley conference by reason of victories over 
Nebraska, the Kansas Aggies and Ames. In 
each 


ame the Tigers were outyarded most decisivel/, yet 
they won. 


In the Nebraska game the Huskers completed 


eleven first downs to seven for the Tigers. Ne- 
braska gained ISO yards from scrimmage to 319 for 
Missouri; the Huskers completed two forward passes 
for 31 yards against two for Missouri for 22 yards. 
Nebraska failed to complete six passes while Mis- 
souri failed on thirteen. The Huckers were penalized 
30 yards and Missouri 
40. Missouri 
won 9 to t. 


Then came the Kansas Aggies. The Aggies' net gain's 
were 142 yards to 96 for the Tigers.-The Aggies were 


"set 
back 30 yards on penalties, and the Missourians 


50 yards. The Aggies had the edge in forward pass- 
ing-. Missouri won 3 to 0. Ames was next on the 
Tiger bill. Missouri gained 82 yards from scrimmage, 
to 143 for Ames. Ames completed fifteen first downs 
to seven for Missouri. Ames completed eight forward 
passes out of nineteen attempts for 108 yards and 
Missouri made four good out of nine attempts for 
51 yards. 
Missouri suffered a loss of fifty yards 


from penalties and Ames 10. Yet 
Missouri 
won, 


23 to S. 


Only one explanation can be offered by the home 


of a team which bowed to the Tigers. That Missouri 
an-in-mul has not overlooked a bet all season when 
it grot within scoring distance. A peaceful critter dur- 
ing- most of the game, put her within the shadow 
of an enemj's goal posts and she goes on a rampage. 
And what a wallop she has got in both heels when 
a real punch is needed! 


DISPOSING OF SNOW. 


Helsingfors, seat of government of Finland, is the 


farthest north of any national capital in the world. 
This being the case, Helsingfors naturally has a snow 
problem, and the way in which that problem is solved 
will probably be of interest to Commissioner Ed Dun- 
can of Lincoln, as well as to others who look into mu- 
nicipal affairs in this city and others similarly sit- 
uated. Perhaps it may not be practicable to do in 
these North American cities what they do up there 
in the north of Europe, but since the scheme was in- 
troduced there it has been adopted in some other 
places, and has been found workable and satisfactory. 


In the early days of winter there ar^ snowfalls 


almost every twenty-four hours in Helsingfors, but 
the snow is not allowed to remain on the ground for 
any great length of time. Every property owner is 
held responsible for the condition of the street in 
front of his piece of realty and if he does not take 
care of It the municipality does so and charges the 
cost up to the lot or lots. He may either contract 
with the city to attend to this, or with a private per- 
son or corporation. 


There are two ways of disposing of snow in Hel- 


singfors. One is that primitive manner is vogue in 
Lincoln, shoveling it into a box and hauling it. Only 
in the Finnish city they convey it to the harbor and 
dump it, while here it is hauled out onto a flat, where 
it is allowed to melt and in due course find its way to 
the sea. 
This plan involves double handling and 


consequent Increase in expense. 


In Helslnfors the snow is shoveled but once.'Im- 


mediately after the fall has ceased, or at times while 
it is going- on,crews of three men each start out be- 
hind a machine which was invented at Helsmgfoi-s. 
It burns wood and above the fire is a great hopper 
into which the snow is shoveled. This of course im- 
mediately melts and the water flows into the gutter 
and thence into the 
sewer. The streets are soon 


cleared and it is not recorded that there has been 
any dispute as to whether snow should be piled on 
the edge of the sidewalks to melt or pushed off into 
the gutters. It is disposed of before there is any 
opportunity to quarrel over such a matter. 


There is no intention of suggesting anything of 


the kind here described for cities in this section of 
the world, but should such thing be undertaken mo- 
tor locomotion would 
of 
course 
be utilized and 


the melting would be done by gasoline or other like 
fuel. This country is~not so wise as to think that 
it cannot learn anything from its older neighbors.

DON'T DYE. 


I hope the typesetter does not change my title to don't die for I really 


want to warn you not to dye. It's about shoes. Don't dye your shoes and 
put them on immediately, for if the dye happens to contain nitrobenzene 
or- anilin as a solvent (and this is not unusual), you may become blue 
In the face (cyanotic) and show other symptoms of dangerous poisoning. 


In the June 27, 1)25, issue of the A. M. A. Journal, there is an article 


Dontributed by C. W. Muehlberger, Ph. D. (Wisconsin State Toxicologist), 
which gives a report, of nine cases personally observed and 47 cases 
reported in the literature. He speaks of a remarkable outbreak of shoe 
dye poisoning in an army contonment in 1919. There were 17 cases of 
nitrobenzene poisoning, resulting from the practice of the soldiers' dye- 
ing- their shoes brown, in order to match the color of their puttees. 


I'll give you a report of some of the cases Dr. Muehlberger lobserved: 
B. M. B., a man aged 40, took his shoes to a repair shop one after- 


noon to be dyed. He put them on about 5 o'clock the same evening and 
at 6:30 ate a good supper and felt normal. At 8 o'clock in thte evening, 
while out for an automobile ride, his wife noticed the purple color of 
his lips and gums . . • Later, the patient was very weak and "purple as 
a grape . . . He stated that he did not completely regain his health for 
three months. The dye used in this case contained anilin as the solvent 
and vehicle. 


M. M., a boy aged 17, dyed his shoes black and put them on an hour 


later. 
After several hours he became blue, dizzy and faint, and vomited. 


A physician was called, who noted the boy's cyanotic condition and or- 
dered his^ shoes removed. The patient complained of a headache 
his 


pulse rate was 110 and weak. The next day, he had a slight headache 
but seemed otherwise normal. The dye used is known to have contained 
anilin. 


W. E., a student, aged 2S, took his shoes to a, shoe itore to be dyed. 


The shoes were deliveied two days later at 2:30 p m. and were put on 
Immediately. 
He showed symptoms of cyano&is -within an hour, and by 


6:30 his entire body was blue. 
On his physician's advice, the patient 


went to a hospital and went to bed at 7- o'clock. The shoes were worn 
continuously up this time. 
By this time the patient was intensely 


cyanoic and quite frightened. Immediately after going to bed, he re- 
ceived oxygen inhalations for half an hour, and medical treatment. 
The 


blueness began to clear up about 9:30 that night; by midnight there was 
a marked clearing and by 10:30 the next morninpr it had completely dis- 
appeared. He left the hospital at noon on the day following the poison- 
ing. The patient did not feel well for a few days, but no after-effects 
were noted. The dye used in coloring his shoes contained anilin. 


You can see from these cases that if you are going; to dye your shoes, 


either be sure the dye does not contain these poisonous materials or else 
do not wear the shoes for at least two or three days after dyeing. Dr. 
Muehlberger believes that the only way this t/pe of poisoning can be 
adequately prevented is by state or national health regulations prohibit- 
ing the manufacture and sale of toxic shoe dyes. 


Children seem to be exceptionally susceptible to the poisons in nitro- 


benzene and anilin. Infants have been known to be poisoned from laun- 
:lry marks used to mark diapers, when the laundry ink contained these 
solvents.
